The war has reached its political erivie with the collapse of the Viviani
Cabinet in France and manifest dissatisfoction in England over the Asquith
Ministry's conduct of military and diplomatic affairs, evidenced in the
resignation of Sir Edward Carson as Attorney General. Downfall of one of
the Allies’ Cabinets and tottering of another are significant of a determina-
tion on the part of the people of England and France to take control of the
war from statesmen and to entrust command te men profesvionally skilled in
;ﬂa: Success or Failure for the Allies will rest on the ability of the new
ecaders.

The sudden Cabinet crisis in France, with the complementary u!lh'l'ulc

acknowledgment of France's dissatisfaction with the progress of events, and
in a final eFort to put things te rights befere the end iz reached. [If a new
Ministry cannot bring about radical improvements in the military and diplo-
matic situations, France must then begin to consider terms of peace.

Meanwhile, the situation in Serbia has improved, from the Allies’ stand-
point, despite the junction of the Teuten and Bulgar troops in the northeast
corner. he Anglo-French expedition is advancing en a 50-mile Front in the
south, where the Bulgars have met serious reverses. The Italian off ensive,
too, has been vigorously renewed, with the ebvious design of leasening Aua-
trian pressure in the Balhans.
